The following news release has appeared in several internet DX bulletins: 


“The Pacific DX Group is planning a DXpedition to Kure Atoll starting in mid-October for a 10 to 11 day 
operation. The team leaders are Kimo/KH7U and Patrick/NH6UY. They will be joined by an experienced 
international team of operators. The team consisting of about 15 operators will be active on 160-6 me- 
ters on SSB, CW, RTTY and with some PSK31. Operators mentioned so far are: KH7U, NH6UY, N4XP, 
WB4JTT, KO4RR, AA7A, N6MZ, DJ9ZB, IBNHJ, AH9B, NOAX, RZ3AA and JH7OHF. Kure is number 29 
in North America and number 17 overall in the DX Magazine's ‘Most Wanted’ for 2003.” 


The team must first fly to Midway Island and then sail to Kure. October 19" through the 29" has been 
mentioned as a possible window. The DXpedition’s website is under construction. See: http:// 
www.dxpedition.info/ There will be no online logs. The North American pilot will be N1DG.

Kure, is the most northwestern island of the Hawaiian Archipelago and the northern-most coral atoll in 
the world. It is 1,200 miles northwestward of Honolulu and 56 miles west of Midway Island. The Interna- 
tional Date Line is approximately 100 miles further west. Kure is made up of a ring-shaped barrier reef 
surrounding a shallow lagoon and several sand islets. The only land of significant size is Green Island, 
habitat for 16 species of nesting seabirds and numerous species of migratory shorebirds. Landing is by 
special permission only, but illegal landings by fishermen pose continual threats to the wildlife. The reef 
is about 15 miles in circumference, 5 miles in diameter. There is an opening through the reef on the 
southwest side, but only small craft can enter. Along the south side of the lagoon are a small island and 
two sand banks. 


Kure was one of the islands acquired by the United States on July 7, 1898, when Hawaii became a Ter- 
ritory. In April 1909 it was made part of the Hawaiian Islands Bird Reservation. Kure lies close to what is 
referred to as the Darwin Point, the latitude at which reef growth just equals natural reef destruction. As 
Kure continues to be slowly carried along to the northwest by the motion of the Pacific Plate, it will move 
into waters too cool for coral and coralline algae growth. It will then begin to join the other volcanic and 
reef-topped remnants of the Hawaiian-Emperor Chain to the northwest, which are now all seamounts — 
as in under water! 


The U.S. Coast Guard operated a Loran radar station on Green Island From 1960 until June 1992. In 
July 1993, the USCG returned to the island as planned and demolished most of the structures, dug up 
old solid waste landfills and attempted to remove all hazardous materials, mostly batteries and trans- 
formers. Heavily contaminated PCB and dioxin-laced soil was removed from the island. Less heavily 
contaminated soil was buried in a more stable landfill site in the middle of the island.
